The oqpitaafioi^s letter reflects rising an- 
ger within this country’s politically potent Pol- 
ish oocniiiiiiiity over the ateioistration’s pa»- 
sive policy toward Poland. It shows that 
Jaruzelsld’s anti-American crusade, in stark 
contrast to his new love affair with Soviet ruler 
Mikhail Gorbachev, has drawn blood here. 
Written by Polish-American Congress presi- 
dent Aloysius Mazewski, the letter was strong- 
ly encouraged by leading Polish-American poli- 
ticians. 

Actually, the June 10 letter was aimed less 
at the president than at Secretary of State 

George Shultz. It ridiculed Jaruzelski’s claim 
that Kuklinski’s November 1081 warning of 
impending martial law was kept secret here 
bemuse the United States wanted to provoke 
civil war when the crackdown came (it came 
six months later). But it also criticized the 
bland way in which the State Department 
rejected the Polish dictator’s accusations. 

Instead of blandness, the Polish Americans 
want truth and clarity. Why has CoL Kuklinski, 
now living with his family in the United States 
under heavy protection, not been allowed to 
face the news media and tell his story about 
events leading up to the fateful imposition of 
martial law? Why did the administratioa fail to 
warn leaden of the now outlawed Solidarity 
movement? Why were U.S, allies in Europe not 
told full details about Soviet connivance so they 
could take ’’direct retaliatory measures* 
against Moscow, instead of against Poland? 

Kuklinski was Jaruzelski's principal go-be- 
tween with Soviet Marshal Victor Kulikov, who 
as Warsaw Pact commander at the time was 
calling all the shots in preparing for martial 
law. Kuklinski knew everything there was to 
know. He was so sickened by Jaruzelski's 
prostration before Kulikov that he risked his 
life to warn the United States. 

Critics charge that the administration's pas- 


8ive policy toward Poland sterna not from any 
careful policy formulatioa about the only 
Eastern European Soviet satellite that con- 
tains a true underground revolutionary move- 
ment. Rather, they see Shults's policy im- 
perative today and in the months ahead as 
targeted strictly on the U.S.-Soviet relation- 
ship, fed by his hope for a breakthrough in, 
arms control. 

In short, the ShuiU-ied administration is 
Ignoring Poland and Solidarity as irrelevant 
when wei^ied againat a poet-electioo U.S.-So- 
viet summit here; That is what so angers the 
Poliah American oonununity, 

If Kuklinski woe permitted by the admiois. 
tration to tell the fell story ci how Moscow 
manipulate the brutal destruction of Solidarity 
from avoiding the visible stigma of 

direct interventioa— the political impact could 
well affect U.S.-Soviet relations. It could also 
trigger an irate response from voters. 

The Polish-American Congress has had pai^ 
ticularly cordial relations with the Reagan 
White House tmtil recently. In the few times 
that it has rai^ private questions with the 
president, satisfactory answers have been 
quickly received. 

But trouble was brewing even before the 
Janizelski regime made its sensational charges 
last month that the United States had delibes- 
ately covered up Kuklinski's information about 
martial law. Repeated provocations by Jaruzek 
ski, seemingly designed to provoke the United 
States or make it appear weak, have gon? 
unanswered by the Reagan administration!' 
They include deliberate signals by Warsaw tha?^ 
Sobdarity founder Lech Walesa may himself bd 
put in jail soon. 

These grievances came to a boil in Philadeh 
phia last week at a routine meeting of leads 
ers of the ethnic organization. They adopted* 
a resolution charging that the absence nf- 
administration policy at a time when Jaruzel^' 
ski is moving toward final obliteration qi 
Sobdarity plays directly intodjjs hands.
